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INTRODUCTORY 


In 1915 a number of Druggists’ wives met 
and organized an Association, W. О. R. D. 
whose purpose was to provide a comfortable 
abiding place for aged women. 


In 1924, through the generosity of Mr. 
Crawford Fairbanks the Clara Fairbanks 
Home for Aged Women was established in 
memory of his wife. At the time of the dedi- 
cation nine women accepted the protection of 
the Home. Since then we have cared for 
twenty-five women and have always had a 
waiting list. It has been the desire of the 
Board of Managers to provide a REAL Home 
for these women, and there is none of the In- 
stitution about it. This has been made pos- 
sible, largely through the aid of our Board of 
Managers and friends. 


In December we hold our annual annivers- 
ary social, at which time friends remember 
the Home with food, money and various 
household articles.

CLARA FAIRBANKS HOME FOR 
AGED WOMEN 


T. 


Each member shall be a woman pharmacist 
or a member of the immediate family of the 
following: a registered pharmacist, drug- 
salesman, jobber, wholesaler or retailer of 
drugs, including any former member of the 
association known as W. O. R. D. and shall be 
elected at any regular or special meeting by 
ballot and to be elected must receive a ma- 
jority of the votes of all the members of said 
corporation present at said meeting. 


ТІ. 


The officers of the corporation shall consist 
of a President, First Vice-President, Second 
Vice-President, Treasurer and Recording бес- 
retary, to be elected annually and each to hold 


office for one year and until successor elected 
and qualified. 


III. 


There shall be elected annually a Board of 
Managers to consist of five members, each of 
whom shall serve for one year, or until her 
successor is elected and qualifies. 


IV. 


The Board of Managers shall elect from 
their number the offlcers above named, to hold 
office for one year, until her successor is elect- 
ed and qualifies, and shall elect from the 


membership a corresponding secretary and 
such other officers as the Board may deem 
proper.

The annual meeting of the corporation shail 
be held on the first Tuesday in February of 
each year, first meeting under these By-Laws 


being held on the first Tuesday in February, 
1927. 


Vi. 


The Board of Managers shall meet monthly 
on the first Tuesday of each and every month, 
and annually on the first Tuesday in February 
in each year, said meeting being held immedi- 
ately after adjournment of the annual meet- 
ing of the members. 


VII. 


That all notices of meetings of either the 
members or of the Board of Managers shall 
be given by the recording secretary, and all 
notices shall be for not less than five days and 
made by letter addressed to last known place 
of residence of each member or of each mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers. 


VIII. 


The special meeting of the Members shall be 
given whenever ten members or more shall re- 
quest a call of the meeting of the members, 
notice being given as in these By-Laws set 
forth. If the president refuses to call such 
meeting, then upon the request, the recording 
secretary is authorized to call same. 


JAS 


That all meetings of the members and of 
the Bourd of Managers shall be held in the 
Home of the Corporation in the City of Terre 
Haute, Indiana. 


Ihe President shali preside at all meeting 
of the organization and at all meetings of the 
Board of Managers. The president shall ap- 
point all standing committees and such other 
committees as nıay be deemed necessary by 
the members of the organization. 


ХІ. 
Тһе Recording Secretary shall give notice 
of all meetings and keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of all meetings. She shall also, if 


desired, make a report at the annual meeting 
of the work accomplished during the year. 


XII. 


The Corresponding Secretary shall attend 
to all writing and correspondence not specified 
in the duties of the Recording Secretary. 


XIII. 


The Treasurer, and in the absence of the 
Treasurer, a Treasurer pro-tem, selected by 
the Organization, shall receive all dues and 
other money for the use of ihe Home, except 
income derived from trust created by last will 
of Crawford Fairbanks, deceased, and keep & 
record of the nanıes of all the contributors 
with the amount contributed. She shall keep 
a correct account of all receipts and expendi- 
tures and pay all bills created by the various 
committees at the direction of the President 
of the Organization. She shall furnish an ab- 
stract of the financial condition for each 
monthly meeting and present a statement at 
the annual meeting of the Organization. 


XIV. 


The Treasurer's books in which records of 
all receipts and disbursements for the year 
have been kept, and the annual report of the 
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Treasurer, shall be submitted to an auditor 
to be selected by the President ten days be- 
fore the annual meeting.

Following the report of the auditor, the 
Treasurer or Treasurer pro-tem shall make а 
fuli report of said auditing. 


XVI. 


All money given as memorials, and all year- 
ly subscriptions, shall constitute a fund to be 
known as the Memorial Fund under the super- 
vision of a Chairman appointed by the Fresi- 
dent, said fund to be used in expenses of des- 
titute aged women admitted to the Home. 


XVII. 


The President, with advice and consent of 
{һе members of the Organization, shall ap- 
point the Matron and Assistants and relieve 
them from service whenever their own inter- 
ests or those of the Home require the change. 
The members of the Organization shall be 
ready to respond to the call of the President 
whenever she may need aid in the considera- 
tion or prosecution of any important work. 
The members shall cordially co-operate with 
and strengthen all the President's efforts to 
promote the highest uscfulness of the Home. 


XVIII. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on 
Admissions to visit applicants after they have 
made written application to inquire into (heir 
circumstances and character, and they shall 
make full report in writing to the membcrs of 
the Organization covering all material facts 
relating to each individual case. It shall also 
be the duty of the Committee on Admissions 
to keep a register in which shall be entered 
the names of all applicants, their respective 
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а iaces of birth and residence, the person 
hom recommended, the date of their ap- 
cation, time and term of their admission, 
and such other facts as they may deem im- 
portant. No applicants will be considered if 


not recommended by the Committee on Ad- 
mission. 


XIX. 


Only white women of sound mind having 
reached the age of sixty-five years shall be 
eligible to admission in this Home. Should 
an inmate become of unsound mind after ad- 
mission, the Board of Managers reserves the 


right Lo transfer such inmate to proper in- 
stitution. 


XX. 


АП persons admitted to the Home shall be 
received on six month’s probation. The Board 
of Managers reserves the right to dismiss an 
inmate at any time for conduct affecting the 
good of the Home and discipline of the same. 


. XXI. 


In case of dismissal the Board of Managers 
шау return any property transferred to the 
Home and such payment as shall have been 
made to the Home by the persons so dismiss- 
ed after deducting therefrom for service ren- 
dered such person, the sum of not less than 
one and one-half dollars ($1.50) per day— 
this Suri to cover expenses incurred on behalf 
of said person during the time she was an in- 
mate of the Home. 


XXI. 


Any person admitted to the Home shall 
have the right to withdraw from the Home at 
any time, but in such case such withdrawing 
inmate shall forfeit to the Home any property 
paid to the Home at the time of admission. 
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XXIII. 


All persons admitted to the Home shall be 
subject to all rules to good order and discip- 
line and shall assist in the housework, nurs- 
ing or care of each other in so far as they are 
able, and shall be required by the Matron in 
charge. 

XXIV. 

The Home is non-sectarian. Aged women 
of all religions will be admitted under the 
rules and regulations of the Home. 


XV. 


An entrance fee of not less than Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) Dollars will be requir- 
ed for each applicant. 


XXVI. 


That all income from the trust created by 
Item Sixth of the last will of Crawford Fair- 
banks, deceased, shall be paid by the trustees 
of said fund to the Board of Managers of 
Clara Fairbanks Home for Aged Women, the 
check or other form of payment adopted by 
the trustees of said fund, being made payable 
to the Board of Managers of Clara Fairbanks 
Home for Aged Women and for the purpose of 
receiving payment of same, shall be signed by 
such member of said Board. 

XXVII. 

That the securities in hands of then trus- 
tees of the certain trust created in Edward P. 
Fairbanks, Grant H. Fairbanks, and Bruce F. 
Failey, trustees, by Item Sixth of the lası wlil 
of Crawford Fairbanks, deceased, on the 28th 
day of May, 1934, constituting at that time 
the property of said trust, shall be delivered 
to the Board of Managers of Clara Fairbanks 


Home for Aged Women in meeting assembled 
for the receipt and acceptance of said prop- 
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ne individuals constituting the 

Board shall execute to the trustees of said 

id a receipt itemizing the several properties 
which constitute said fund. 


XXVIII. 


These By-Laws, except Sections 26 and 27 
thereof, may be altered, amended, changed or 
repealed at any regular meeting of the mem- 
bers of the corporation, or at any special 
meeting called for that purpose by the vote 
of a majority of the whole membership of said 
corporation and either by-law 26 or 27 may 
be altered, amended, changed or repealed al 
any regular meeting of the members of the 
corporation or at uny special meeting called 
tor that purpose by a vote of 90% of the total 
menibers of said corporation. 


XXIX. 


That all of the stocks, bonds and other se- 
curities, including cash, constituting the cor- 
pus of the trust, to be delivered to and vested 
in the Board of Managers upon the termina- 
tion of the trust created in Edward P. Fair- 
banks, Grant H. Fairbanks and Bruce F. 
Failey and their successors in trust by Item 
Sixth of the last will of Crawford Fairbanks, 
deceased, shall be at all times deposited with 
some bank or trust company doing business 
іп the City of Terre Haute, Indiana, and kept 
and maintained in the custody of said de- 
pository during the continuance of such trust, 
and The Terre Haute National Bank of the 
City of Terre Haute, Indiana, and its succes- 
sors or successor, from time to time, is here- 
by sclected as depository of all of said prop- 
erty and all substitutes thereof and repiace- 
ments thereof. 

That said depository above named shall not 
be changed, except upon the written approval,

Shall purchase and superintend the making 
of all articles necessary for the Home and 
members. 
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MATRON 


Matron— The Matron under the direction 
of the Board of Managers shall have charge 
of the Home in all its departments; she shall 
enforce the Rules and Regulations; see that 
all meals are properly served, that suitable 
food is provided and prepared for the sick; 
proper order observed at table and no uu- 
pleasant subjects discussed. 


Responsibility—She shall see that the 
property occupied is kept in good condition 
employing, with the permission of the House 
Committee, such assistance as she finds neces- 
sary. 


Absence Regulated—The Matron and her 
assistants may not be absent from the Home 
at the same time without consulting the 
Chairman or some other member of the House 
Committee. 


Light and Closing—It shall be the Matron’s 
duty to go through the house; see that doors 
are locked and all unnecessary lights ex- 
tinguished by nine o’clock P. M. 

The Matron shall be the Executive Officer 
of the Home, serving under the direction and 
supervision of and by delegated authority 
from the Board of Managers and President. 
She shall have complete authority over all 
employes, all members of the Home family 
and all service in all departments. 


Order—-It will be the duty of the Matron to 
kindly admonish any member of the family 
for violating any of the rules and regulations 
of the Home, or if improper conduct is ob- 
served. After the first offense, she shall re- 
port the same to the Board of Managers. 


Report Donations—She shall keep a daily 
itemized written account of all donations with 
donor’s name and include the list of them in 
her monthly written report to the Board. 
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Record Required-—She shall keep a correct 
register of all who become inmates of the 
Home, with their name, age, place of birth, 
residence, date of their entrance, date of 
death, when buried and such other facts as 
shall seem necessary. These books shall at 
all times be open to the inspection of the 
Board of Managers. 


Must Visit Sick—The Matron shall visit the 
sick at least once each day and see that they 
have proper care and food; that the instruc- 
tions of the physicians are carried out and 
shall promptly notify the Chairman of the 
Visiting Committee of any iliness in the 
family. 


Courtesy—She shall see that her assistants, 
at all times, treat all members with becoming 
kindness, forbearance and respect and be 
courteous to all visitors. 

When death occurs in the Home the Matron 
shall notify relatives and the Board of Man- 
agers. 


DUTIES OF MEMBERS OF THE HOME 
Observance of Rules 


The members of the Home will at all times 
be required to treat the Matron and her as- 
sistants with deference and respect and to 
obey the Rules and Regulations of the Home. 
The Board of Managers shall take action in 
any duty as seems to them necessary and 
wise. They reserve the right of dismissal in 
case of continued disregard of the Rules. 

The ladies must not interfere with the 
duties of the Matron or assistants and all re- 
quests for a change of service or additional 
Service should be made to the Matron. 

Members shall not throw any refuse or lit- 
ter in toilets or wash basins or out the win- 
dows, nor shall they expectorate on the floors 
or in the wash basins. 
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Clese at Nino Р. M.—After nine o'clock P. 
M.,at which time the doors will be locked for 
the night, no member will be permitted to be 
away from the Home except.by special per- 
mission. 


Light Regulations—Lights will not be al- 
lowed in the rooms after nine o'clock P. M., 
except in cases of illness, when the Mairon 
must be consulted. 


Room Door, Unlocked, When—The women 
must not lock their doors at night. 


Left in Good Order-— After using the bath 
room, it must be left in perfect order. 


Cleanliness Required-—Cleanliness both of 
person and room will be required. The ones 
who are able will be required to make their 
own beds every morning and except for the 


weekly general cleaning, keep their rooms in 
order. 


Assistunce—Those who are able, when 
asked by the Matron, will be expected to 
render generally all the services they can, for 
the benefit of the Home, and the comfort of 
those more helpless than themselves. 


Permission Requires— When desiring to go 
out of the Home, members will be permitted 
to do so, subject to the judgment of the 
Matron, as to health, the state of the weaher, 
distance, and if visiting away they shall leave 
the name of the person or persons they in- 
tend to visit and probable length of absence, 
во no uneasiness may be felt on their account. 
The time of making and the frequency of 
Visits is left to the discretion of the Matron. 


A general table will be provided at which 
who are able will expected to attend. 


If indisposed a suitable meal will be pre- 
pared and sent to their rooms.

No physicians shall be permitted to visit 
any member at the expense of the Home un- 
less they are called by the Matron. 

Members shall not take any medicine ех- 
cept on prescription of the Home Physician, 
and when administered by the Matron or 
Nurse. , 

No drugs or medicines will be allowed in 
the bedrooms. 

Any food brought to the Home must be de- 
livered to the Matron's office for approval of 
said Matron or person acting in her place, and 
only the approved articles of food and in such 
quantities and at times specified by the 
Matron and Nurse shall be delivered to the 
members. 

Members of the Home shall not enter nor 
remain in the dining rooms except at meal 
times, nor engine room, refrigerating rooms, 
kitchen, linen closets nor laundry, _unless 
their presence in such rooms is required or 
permitted by the Matron, and the members 
are requested to observe the privacy of each 
others bedrooms. 

Members are permitted to attend churches 
near by:of their respective Faiths if physically 
able, and are requested to attend any re- 
ligious services that may be held in the 
Home. 42 

They shall not obtrude their religious or 
political ideas upon nor in the presence of 
any other member who does not care to hear 
or is annoyed thereby. 
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The assignments of room to members, the 
changing of one room to another and taking 
possession of room when a member dies is а 
matter that lies solely with the Board of 
Managers and Matron, and members must 
abide by their decisions. 


Any member who shall be guilty of circu- 
lating any reports injurious to the reputation 
of the Home or members thereof, criticizing 
and finding fault with the management, creat- 
ing dissatisfaction or disturbance among its 
members shall thereby forfeit her privilege 
and will be dismissed from the Home. 


A REAL HOME 


We are so interested in this Home that we 
want it to be khown as the Happy Home so 
it shall be the duty and privilege of each one 
by a quiet and considerate deportment to 
diffuse an air of cheerfuiness and good fecling 
throughout the whole Home and by acts of 
kindness and forbearance to gain the esteem

Visitors 


Relatives and friends may visit any day be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 5 p. m, and 7 and 8 
р. ш. except Monday and Friday. 

Out of town visitors may be entertained at 
meals by payment of fifty cents, and it is re- 
quested they notify Matron in advance, and 
it shall be left to the discretion of said Matron 
if it is possible.

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Articles of Incorporation 


We, the undersigned, do hereby voluntarily 
associate ourselves, by written Articles of 
Association, under the provisions of the Acts 
of the General Assembly of the State of In- 
diana, in force March 9, 1901, being Sections 
4286 et seq. of Burns Annotated Indiana Sta- 
tutes, Revision of 1914 and all acts of the 
General Assembly of the State of Indiana 
amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, 
for the purpose of establishing and maintain- 
ing a home for the care, maintenance and 
support of aged women and for such purpose, 
do hereby adopt the following Articles of In- 
corporation, executed in duplicate, to-wit: 


ARTICLE ONE, 


The corporate name of this association 
shall be “CLARA FAIRBANKS HOME FOR 
AGED WOMEN.” 


ARTICLE TWO. 


That said Association is not organized for 
pecuniary profit and has no capital stock, and 
the incorporating members together ‚with 
persons who shall from time to time become 
members shall constitute the association 


ARTICLE THREE. 


That the object and purpose of said Asso- 
ciation is to establish and maintain a home in 
Vigo County, Indiana, for the care and sup- 
port of aged females, residents of Vigo Coun- 
ty, Indiana, who cannot support themselves 
from their own means or by their own indus- 
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{гу; and said Association aims by and 
through such funds as may be contributed 
from time to time by any person, corporation, 
club, association -or - other - organization, to 
care for and maintain all persons received 
into such home under such regulations, re- 
strietions and qualifications as the Board of 
Managers may from time to time adopt.

ciation for the first year and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified.

HISTORY 


The Women’s Organization of Retail 
Druggists (W. О. R. Б.) іп 1915 opened а 
Home for Aged Women. In 1920 the mem- 
bers of the W. O. R. D. formed an associa- 
tion to receive from Mr. Crawford Fair- 
banks the present site of the Home, which 
was then given the name Clara Fairbenks 
Home for Aged Women, as a memorial to 
his wife. Through the further generosity 
of Mr. Fairbanks, the main building was 
erected in 1924. 

From Articles of Incorporation for the 
Clara Fairbanks Home for Aged Women, 
Ine.: 

Article three . . . the object and purpose 
is to establish and maintain a home in Vigo 
County, in Indiana, for the care and support 
of aged females, residents of Vigo County, 
Indiana, who cannot support themselves 
from their own means, or by their own 
industry; 

The Home is under the control of a Board 
of Directors composed of five members of 
the Clara Fairbanks Home for Aged Wom- 
en Association. 

The Home is non-sectarian. Aged wom- 
en of all religions will be admitted under 
ihe rules and regulations of the Home. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE 
BOARD 


White women, sixty-eight years of age

Applicants for admission must pass an 
examination as to health, character and 
conduct, and if admitted are received on 
basis of probation period of two years. They 
are permitted to withdraw at any time dur- 
ing the probation period, after payment of 
a sum to be determined by the Board. All 
property will be returned to the member 
who withdraws during the probation period. 
In the event of death during the probation- 
ary period, all money and property, both 
real and personal, belonging to such mem- 
ber will become the property of the Home. 

The physical examination must be made 
by a physician named by the Board of Di- 
rectors. Helpless people will not be ad- 
mitted to the Home. However, all persons 
becoming helpless after their admission to 
the Home, except as hereinafter provided, 
will be cared for and administered to until 
their death. 

The Home can not provide special nurse 
service, nor can it pay for any special 
treatments or operations. 

If insanity or other diseases detrimental 
to the health and comfort of the residents 
cf the Home develop after admission, such 
person must be removed and provided for 
by those who are responsible for the ad- 
mission. Otherwise, the Board reserves the 
right to have such person transferred to 
any suitable institution. If at any time the 
physical condition of any member should 
render her offensive to the other members 
while they are in the dining room, the 
Matron will be instructed by the Board to 
serve the meals of such member in her 
room. 

The use of intoxicating drugs and nar- 
coties is absolutely prohibited to members 
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of the Home, employees and attendants. 

Application for admission must be made 
in writing, and a form for that purpose will 
be provided. This application blank must 
be completely filed in and will then be 
acted upon by the Board of Directors, and 
any misrepresentation by applicant will be 
grounds for dismissal from the Home. 

The Board of Directors of the Associa- 
tion reserves the right to accept or reject 
any or all applications, and to terminate 
the membership of any applicant while on 
probation, or at any other time as herein- 
after stated. 

All property, both real and personal, in- 
eluding money and insurance must be con- 
veyed to the CLARA FAIRBANKS HOME 
FOR AGED WOMEN, INC. In case of a 
resident obtaining money or property of 
any description after admission, she shall 
be required to convey or assign it to the 
Home; or for any obligations or debts con- 
representation of facts or lack of frank- 
ness by applicant to the Board of Directors, 
either in written application or consulta- 
tion, will make void application for admis- 
sion, or be deemed sufficient cause for dis- 
missal after admission, 

The Home, or Board of Directors is not 
liable for any obligations or debts con- 
tracted by applicants before entering the 
Home; or for any obligations or debts con- 
tracted without the consent of the Board 
after becoming a resident of the Home. 

In case of death of a resident the in- 
terment shall take place in Vigo County, 
Indiana, and the Board of Directors shall 
have full charge of the interment.

Residents shall not 
throw any refuse or litter in toilets or 
wash basins, or out the windows, nor shall 
they expectorate on the floors or in the 
wash basins. 

Those who are able, when asked by the 
Matron, wil be expected to render all the 
services they can, for the benefit of the 
Home. The residents are requested to 
observe the privacy of each others bed- 
rooms. 

Residents are encouraged to attend 
Church. Religious services in the Home 
should be attended by the residents as a 
courtesy. A resident shall not annoy an- 
other with her own religious or political 
views. 

No physician shall be permitted to visit 
any resident at the expense of the Home. 
Residents shall not take any medicine ex- 
cept on prescription or when administered 
by the Matron or Nurse. 
| Only the approved articles of food and 
in such quantities and at times specified 
by the Matron and Nurse shall be delivered 
to the residents. 

When desiring to leave the Home for any 
length of time, residents will be permitted 
to do so, subjeet to the judgment of the 
Matron, as to health, the state of the weath- 
er, and if visiting away they shall leave 
the name of the person or persons they in- 
tend to visit and probable length of time of 
absence, so that no uneasiness may be felt 
on their account. The time of making, and 
the frequency of visits is left to the dis- 
cretion of the Matron. Residents must 


leave their key with the Matron when 
leaving the Home for any length of time. 

Lights will not be allowed in the rooms 
after nine o’clock P.M. except in cases of 
illness, when the Matron must be consulted. 
Bedroom doors must not һе locked at night. 


A general table will be provided at which 
all who are able will be expected to attend. 
If indisposed a suitable meal will be pre- 
pared and sent to their rooms. 

Any resident who shall be guilty of cir- 
culating any reports injurious to the repu- 
tation of the Home or members thereof, 
criticizing and finding fault with the man- 
agement, creating dissatisfaction or dis- 
turbance among its member shall thereby 
forfeit her privileges and will be dismissed 
from the Home. And the orders and de- 
cisions of the Board shall be final and con- 
clusive. 

The assignment of a room to a resident, 
the changing from one room to another 
and taking possession of room when a resi- 
dent dies is a matter that lies solely with 
the Board of Directors and Matron, and 
residents must abide by such decision. 


Relatives and friends are welcome to visit 
the Home at any time. Out of town visitors 
may be entertained at meals by paying a 
nominal sum, and it is requested they 
notify the Matron in advance, and it shall 
be left to the discretion of said Matron if 
it is possible to accommodate a guest.

About 22 years ago a small group] vided during the last year of his 


of Terre Hauto women, wives of 
druggists, formed a club and called 
it Women's Organization of Retail 


Druggists or the W. О. R. D. At 
the earliest meetings the members 
decided to give their efforts to some 
worthy charity. 

Thera was a very apparent need 
in Terre Haute for an old ladies’ 
home and the W. O. R. D. under- 
took to start such a home. 

By much hard work on the part 
of the members, giving card parties, 
dinners, etc, and soliciting dona- 
tions from business men and gen- 
erous citizens. the Terre Haute 
Home for Aged Women was opened 
in November, 1916, in a resideuce 
at the corner of Wabash and Home 
avenue, the use of which had 
been donated. 

As time passed 16 was very evi- 
dent this home was filling a long 
felt need. The ХУ, O. R. D. mem- 
bers worked early and late to make 
ends meet and have the home ful- 
All their dream of providing a 
refuge for the growing list of ap- 
plicants for entrance. 

In 1920, the home and all it stood 
for was brought to the attention of 
the late Mr. Crawford Fairbanks. In 
November of that year the efforts 
of the W. O. R. D. were rewarded by 
the gift from Mr. Fairbanks of 2 
property known as the old Scott 
homestead on the corner of North 
Seventh and Eighth avenue, ex- 
tending to Eighth street, and a fund 
to partially endow the home. In 
recognition of the gift from Mr. 
Fairbanks the home was made a 
memorial to his wife and articles 
of incorporation were drawn for the 
Clara Fairbanks Home for Aged 
"Women.

The large frame house was re-' 


modeled for use as the home and 
its capacity was soon overtaxed. 
in March of 1934 the corner stone 


was laid іп the substantial, large: 


brick building which the further 
generosity о? Mr. Fairbanks pro- 


life. 

The new building was compieted 
and occupied in December of 1924. 
Upon the death of Mr. Fairbanks 
it was found he had endowed the 
Ciara Fairbanks Home for Aged 
Women with a substantial sum. the 
incoms from which was to be used 
to help maintain the home as long 
as it continued ineexistence. 

The members of the W O. R. D. 
as the sponsors of the home control 
and manage it through a bourd of 
managers elected from thelr mem- 
bership. By close and careful su- 
pervision under the management of 
these women the »nilding was im- 
proved in the summer oi 1936 by the 
addition o£ a winz over the sun 
room at the east end and over the 
kitchen at the west end, adding nine 
bedrooms and a bathroom, and the 
two large open verandas were en- 
closed with permanent windows and 
screens. There. are now 35 bed 
rooms in the building. 

The Clara Falrbanks Home has 
become known not only in Vigo 
county but throughout the country 
as one of the most home-like and 
attractive old ladies’ home of any 
its size. Mrs. Howard Gable, chair- 
man of entrance, has received let- 
ters from almost every state in the 
union in regard to entering the 
home. Miss Harriet Oakley is the 
present very efficient matron. 

The home has many . friends 
among the citizens of Terre Haute 
who have helped not only materially 


by generous gifts of money and, 
donations of every kind, but have 


encouraged and hleped the women 


sponsoring the home by the Interest 


displayed.

assuming manner, his ideals for 
accomplishing things worth while 
in his gift-giving to the community, 
wherein he was born and lived tie

^ have brought about rich returns in 
public esteem.

"Mr. Fairbanks’ service to his 
country, and the position of busi- 
ness and financia] influence which 
he attained are matters of public 
record. Today we ponder the quali- 
ties which endeared him to his 
friends, to the community and to 
those who have been aided and 
helped by his many benefactions, 

"In 1920 Mr. Fairbanks became 
interested in the Old Ladies’ Home, 
which had been carried by the 
Women's Organization of the Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association for five 
Years, and at much sacrifice by 
these women, At his suggestion the 
Clara Fairbanks’ Home for Aged | 
Women Association was formed 
from the membership of the W. О. 
R. D, four members serving with 
Bruce Failey, son-in-law of Mr. 
Fairbanks, as the board, and be- 
coming the incorporators of the ind] 
stitution. 

“Mr. Fairbanks at that time deed- 
ed the property known as the old | 
Lucien Scott home at Seventh and 
Eighth Avenue to the organization 
as the first step toward a per- 
manent home. | 

“In November of 1920 the Terre| 
Haute Home for Aged Women was 
moved into the former Scott home, 
and the name was changed to ‘The 
Clara Fairbanks’ Home for Aged 
Women.’ 

“In 1924 the fine brick building, 
modern in design and attractive in 
appearance and arrangement was 
erected by Mr. Fairbanks. The 
building was opened in December 
of 1924, and at that time was pre- 
pared to take care of twenty-six 
women. 

“Among Mr. Fairbanks’ generous 
benefactions was a bequest to the 
home of an endowment fund pro- 
viding substantial share of the ex- 
penses and upkeep of the home, 

“By capable management and by 
jealously guarding the affairs of the 
home the women of the W. @-R D. 
have been able to make the insti- 
tution of even larger service. In 1936 
two wings were added. two large 
verandas were enclosed in glass, and 
at the present time there are thirty- 
seven rooms, each resident having 
her own room. 

“Since the W. 0. RD. first 
opened the Clara Fairbanks Home 
over 100 women have heen taken 
care of. Many have been there as 
long as ten years, and one resident 
has been in the home for thirteen 
vears, 

“The home is open to women 
residents of Vigo County, over 65 
vears of age, for a nominal entrance 
fee. |
